Mindful of the Reimarus flaseo, 
Paulus (died 1851) "let the Gospels 
g0 Apparently for history but in- 
terpreted them “naturally and 
rationally.” Unfortunately for 
Paulus, the “natural” explanation 
wag so unnatural thot ‘Strauss 
had little diMculty in destroying 
it acfentifically within a “few 
years, Subsequently, however, it 
Zormed the favourite theory for 
the romantic bfographies of 
Christ. It made -possible, for ex- 
ample, Renan’s Life of Christ 
which appeared in 1869. OF 
Ronan's work another critic (Lut- 
hardt) wrote in’ 1864: 

“It is a book In which only the 
topography of Palestine, whera 
the author travelled, Is true and 
only tho Janguage fa beautiful, 
All the rest offends at every step 
both those experienced in such 
matters and also the Christian by 
its superficiality and godlessness.” 

Renan (so the younger Dumas 
informs . us) recelyed 4 million 
franca from the Jew, Rothschild, 
for having written the book.
